Continuation of 3. NOTE: the adjusting means for "automatically" adjusting a position of the rear platen is a new issue requiring further 
consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the claim recitation regarding when the load 
detecting means is operated ("during mold unclamping") relates to the intended use of the claimed apparatus, which does not patentably 
distinguish apparatus structure (see In re Finsterwalder, 168 USPQ 530; In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235), and furthermore, the detecting 
means of the prior art are capable of being used at any desired time, dependent only on the intended use of the apparatus. Applicant 
argues that Eggenberger does not suggest means to detect the load "every predetermined number of molding cycles"; however, 
Eggenberger discloses that "the operating parameters ... are continually measured" (col. 2, lines 55-59), i.e., detecting the driving power 
every molding cycle, thus reading on the claimed recitation. Applicant argues that Speck does not suggest adjusting the platen position 
"according to a difference" between the detected load and the reference load since Speck discloses stepwise adjustment; however, Speck 
discloses that the stepwise adjustment is "according to" the difference between the detected value and the reference value, as broadly 
construed, since the adjustment is effected in either the opening or closing sense according to this difference (also note the discussion in 
Eggenberger regarding stepwise vs. total adjustment, see col. 9, line 73 through col. 10, line 4). 
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
